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DOCTOR’S ORDERS: DO 
NOT BECOME A MEDIC 


Trainee consultant advises people against following his path in NHS

A HOSPITAL doctor who will be 
taking part in three days of strikes 
in a national protest over new work¬ 
ing contracts said he would no 
longer advise anyone to pursue a 
career in medicine. 

Dr Saranga Sothisrihari, 32, who 
trained at Harlow’s Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital and is now three 
years away from becoming an 
anaesthetic consultant, said this 
week: “1 am striking to support the 


future of the NHS. The contract 
scheme devalues staff by making 
them work longer hours for less pay. 
Basic pay has increased but out-of- 
hours work has been cut by a much 
greater amount which could leave 
some colleagues several hundred 
pounds worse off per month. 

“No matter what the Health Sec¬ 
retary says, we believe this so- 
called modernisation is taking a 
step backwards.” 

Junior doctors voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly in favour of strike action in a 
ballot by the British Medical Asso¬ 
ciation. The first 24-hour walkout 


will start at Sam next Tuesday 
(December 1) followed by strikes 
from 8am-5pm on Tuesday, Decem¬ 
ber 8 and Wednesday, December 
16. 

Opponents 

Secretary of State for Health 
Jeremy Hunt said the new con¬ 
tracts will result in more services 
being available at weekends but 
opponents claim it will cut the 
amount junior doctors can earn by 
working in the evenings and at 
weekends. 

“Mr Hunt seems to have not fully 


grasped the problem,” said Dr 
Sothisrihari. 

“The proposals will be damaging 
the NHS in the long term and we 
want the Government to step back 
from the contracts.” 

Yesterday (Wednesday) Mr Hunt 
said he was prepared to take part in 
talks on the contract dispute 
through the conciliation service 
Acas. 

Dr Sothisrihari lived with his 
parents in Longbanks, Harlow, and 
attended Stewards School and Har¬ 
low College before going on to study

Stars in video plea 
to save The Square 

Music venue is due to ciose at the end of next month

MUSICIANS who have played at The 
Square in Harlow are backing calls to 
save the iconic venue which is due to 
close at the end of next month. 

Earlier this year Circle Housing, 
which owns the land in Fourth Avenue 
on which the The Square and the YWCA 
tower block are located, for housing. 

As a result The Square will close its 
doors for the last time at the end of year. 
So far no alternative venue has been 
found. 

Over the years The Square has hosted 
bands who went on to become some of 
the biggest acts in pop and rock music, 
including Coldplay Snow Patrol, Muse, 
Biffy Clyro and The Libertines. 

Now the venue’s management team 
SquareOne Entertainment has pro¬ 
duced a 12-minute video featuring the 
contributions of a number of musicians 
supporting the campaign to keep it 
open. 

Billy Lunn, whose band The Subways 
have played a number of gigs there, 
said: “We need a venue in Harlow. The 
Square changed my life forever and I 
want that to continue for generation 
after generation. 

“We need to inspire kids, we need 
inspire adults, we need to inspire every¬ 
one and the way to do that is to have a 


venue in Harlow.” 

Singer-songwriter Frank Turner, 
who has played both solo shows and as 
part of the band with The Million Dead, 
described The Square as “one of the 
central anchors for the underground 
network in the UK”. 

Shame 

“It’s a great shame that it’s under 
threat,” he said. “ It’s a really important 
venue ... and I really hope The Square 
continues to live long and prosper.” 

The video includes footage from an 
early performance by the band Sey¬ 
mour, who later changed their name to 
Blur, and a more recent show from 
singer/songwriter George Ezra. 

Radio 6 presenter Steve Lamacq, who 
has been avid supporter of The Square 
for many years, said: “What about 


people in these towns who like music? 
Where do they go? What’s there for 
them? 

“It provides a shelter, a meeting place 
for people. You take that away and 
where are these people supposed to go. 

“The Harlow Square is due to shut on 
New Year’s Eve. If that goes, the whole 
musical community, where do they go? 
This is what’s important about these 
music venues.” 

Anthony Chapman, of Harlow band 
Collasped Lung who had chart success 
with Eat My Goal, said: “If The Square 
is allowed to close and not be replaced, 
future generations will have no reason 
to stay in Harlow and it will be another 
step towards it being a dormitory 
town.”

medicine at the Barts and The 
London School of Medicine. He 
trained at PAH and is now coming 
to the end of his time as a junior 
doctor in a London hospital. 

“I personally could no longer 
advise a student at GCSE or 
A level to study for medicine or 
any health care for that matter,” 
he said. “I think the health sector 
is massively undervalued. I would 
struggle to go back and study con¬ 
sidering the financial and phys¬ 
ical effort it has taken to get 
where I am. 

“I became a doctor because I 
wanted to help people but I think 
there are better ways of doing that 
these days, like helping a charity. 
“Morale is very low among doc¬ 
tors at the moment.” 

Harlow MR Robert Halfon said: 
“In terms of the contracts for juni¬ 
or doctors, the Government said 
they are increasing basic pay by 
II per cent. They are also cutting 
hours from 91 to 72 and intro¬ 
ducing a five-day working week. 

Bookings 

“Our manifesto at the General 
Election was to introduce a seven- 
day NHS and this has already 
started in Harlow with weekend 
GP services. There are currently 
five participating practices in 
Harlow who are taking bookings 
for the service. 

He added: “Comparing Sunday 
to Wednesday admissions, it 
shows that people are 15 per cent 
more likely to die in hospitals and 
that there is three times less cover 
than on a weekday.” 

A spokesman for PAH said: 
“Safety will remain our top pri¬ 
ority during any industrial action 
and we have robust contingency 
plans in place to ensure the wel¬ 
fare of all our patients. These 
include the cancellation of all 
meetings and study leave for 
other doctors, as well as a review 
of annual leave. 

“We have II2 junior doctors 
who are eligible to strike. It is 
important to note that some have 
already expressed the desire to 
pay back the time and others have 
said they will do this for no pay¬ 
ment, or will donate the money to 
charity.” 
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‘Damp in council flat 
made my little girl ill’ 

Mum says doctor blames tot’s breathing on mouldy home

A YOUNG mum claims the health of 
her two-year-old daughter is being put 
at serious risk because of the “inad¬ 
equate” conditions of her council 
flat. 

Leanne Wootton, 25, said the heat¬ 
ing in her tower block apartment in 
Potter Street, Harlow, had not worked 
properly for two years and as a result 
there is a constant build-up of mould. 

She blames the mould and damp for 
her daughter Mia contracting pneu¬ 
monia. The youngster has been taken 
to hospital six times since they moved 
into the two-bedroom apartment in 
November 2013. 

Miss Wootton said a doctor has told 
her Mia’s ill-health was a result of the 
living conditions in the flat. 

Poorly 

“Mia has barely been outside for the 
past two months because she is so 
poorly and has missed pre-school,” she 
said. 

“She used to be fine but she has been 
very unwell since we moved here. 

“She has difficulty breathing and 
has developed asthma. Just going out¬ 
side can be very hard for her. 

“There was one day when she col¬ 
lapsed on the sofa and her eyes rolled 


back in her head. Her lips went blue 
and she was unconscious. 

“1 have spoken to a doctor and he 
said he was 100 per cent sure it was the 
mould and damp in our house that has 
caused it. 


“She is now on eight different med¬ 
ications. 

“She is much better when she is 
staying with her grandparents.” 

Miss Wootton said she had reported 
the problems to the council “every 


single day” and had investigated every 
route possible to find a solution. 

“1 moved in two years ago and there 
is still a problem with the mould 
which constantly appears on the win¬ 
dow sills,” she said. 

“The heating has never worked 
either and it is freezing in here, the 
kitchen is like ice. There is a cupboard 
which could have asbestos in. The flat 
is inadequate.” 

Miss Wootton said she had asked to 
be moved to another property, adding: 
“1 am not wanting to move to a bigger 
flat or house, 1 just want somewhere 
where we can safely live. 

“1 have expressed my concerns to 
the council but every time they have 
come when 1 told them 1 was going to 
be out. 

“1 have been feeling really low about 
everything and now I’ve been dia¬ 
gnosed with depression.” 

A council spokesman said: “The 
council has been working with Miss 
Wootton to address the issues at hand. 
Kier Harlow is due to visit her prop¬ 
erty to help address the issues with 
mould and condensation. 

“Although there is a shortage of 
social housing she is advised to con¬ 
tinue bidding for homes which 
become available as she is currently in 
the highest priority banding on the 
Harlow Housing Needs Register.”

THE family of a dedicated charity work¬ 
er who devoted her life to helping other 
people have paid tribute to her com¬ 
mitment and selflessness. 

Lisa Sheppard, who was also known 
by her maiden name of Mahoney, died on 
Saturday after battling cancer for four 
years. She was 52. 

Mrs Sheppard was well-known in Har¬ 
low for her work with the town’s branch 
of Age Concern. 

Daughter Rose, 21, said: “She was a 
mother to three but a second mother to 
so many people. She was the chief officer 
of Age Concern where she worked for 28 
years. She was absolutely selfless and 
devoted her life to people; she helped 
thousands through her work. Everyone 


who knows her has nothing but nice 
things to say about her.” 

Mrs Sheppard, who lived in Fennells, 
had been ill for some time but did not let 
it stop her from working. 

Devastated 

“She was battling cancer for four 
years but she worked right up until she 
was so poorly that she couldn’t any¬ 
more,” said Rose. “We are devastated to 
have lost her but we have been over¬ 
whelmed by the messages we have 
received. 

“Shortly before she died we held a 
celebration at our house and more than 
150 people came, which is a reflection of 
the grace and humility that mum rep¬ 


resented. She always put herself before 
others right until the end.” 

She received a town Civic Award for 
her charity work and her family are now 
raising money in her memory for the 
Williams Day Unit at Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital. 

She leaves husband Frederick, chil¬ 
dren Paul, 32, William, 29 and Rose, 21, 
and four grandchildren. 

Her funeral will be held next Friday 
(December 4) at Parndon Wood Crem¬ 
atorium at 10am. 

“Anyone who was touched by my mum 
over the years is welcome to come to the 
funeral,” said Rose. “We want it to be a 
big celebration for people to come and 
pay their respects.”

No way to end 
housing crisis 

SIR, It never ceases to amaze me 
that politicians always seem to 
have such short memories. 
Councillor Mike Danvers’ letter 
of November 12 only proves the 
point. 

Whilst in opposition from 1979- 
1997, the Labour Party lambasted 
Conservative policies on 
housing, including the Right to 
Buy. They clearly stated that in 
the event of being re-elected they 
would allow councils to use 
Right to Buy receipts to build 
replacement council houses. 

However, on coming to power 
in 1997 almost the first thing the 
Labour government did was to 
say that councils could only 
build houses if they had no debt. 
In Harlow’s case I believe the 
£50m held in Right to Buy 
receipts was used to pay off its 
debt. 

Figures show that during the 
Conservative governments from 
1979 to 1997 an average of 41,343 
council homes were built in the 
UK each year. The figure for the 
Labour years of 1997 to 2010 was 
just 562. 

Whilst the building of housing 
association rented property 
more than made up for this 
shortfall, we all know what 
‘affordable’ rents charged by 
housing associations really 
mean to the average wage earner 
- a life on housing benefits. 

I do not profess to support the 
present Government’s policies. 
Just about everyone in the social 
housing profession knows 
present housing policies will be 
a disaster for all those who 
cannot, or do not want to, buy a 
home. 

Until the right to a home of 
your own is no longer seen as a 
political football or a way to 
provide an investment, Britain’s 
growing housing crisis will 
never be overcome.

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YOPEY-winner Matthew 
‘overwhelmed’ hy award 

Judges praise inspirational young entrepreneur who turned his life around

A YOUNG man who turned his life 
around after going off the rails as a 
teenager has been named Essex 
Young Person of the Year. 

Matthew Martino, of Spinning 
Wheel Mead, Harlow, was presented 
with the YOPEY award by the Lord 
Lieutenant of Essex at a ceremony in 
London. 

Matthew, 23, was shortlisted out of 
hundreds of entries from across the 
county and was chosen by a panel of 
judges who said he had used his 
“boundless energy” and business 
skills to help others pursue their 
dreams. 

Matthew, whose family settled in 
the UK from Zimbabwe in 2005, has 
always shown entrepreneurial skills 
and at the age of 14 he ran a market 
stall selling mobile phone accessories 
from China. 

After leaving school at the age of 16 
he went into acting and is now a film 
producer. This, along with various 
other business interests, provided 
him with the money he needed to 
learn to fly but it was also the start of 
his problems. 

“1 was really really bad,” he said. “1 
think that the hardest thing was when 
the first big cheque came in. 1 didn't 
know what to do or where to go and 
suddenly you have all these friends, 
all these pals, and it’s like great, let’s 
rent a boat, let’s go to St Tropez.. 

“It was really crazy and 1 guess that 
it was just me acting out because 1 
didn’t have to spend and 1 didn’t need 
to spend but 1 did.” 


He once blew £3,500 on alcoholic 
drinks for himself and friends on a 
single night out in London and was 
nearly deported from the USA after it 
was believed he flew an aircraft solo 
before he got his pilot’s licence. He has 
got into public rows with other people 
in the movie industry and used to go 
on holidays “almost monthly” until 
him mother took away his passport. 

Then two years ago Matthew, who 
still lives with his parents and sister, 
realised he had to grow up and set up 
the Matthew Martino Benevolent 
Fund to help young people progress 


into the two industries that helped 
him make a success of his life - avi¬ 
ation and arts. 

“I’ve been interested in flying since 
1 was a little boy and 1 don’t forget the 
support 1 received when 1 did my 
private pilot licence. With the arts 1 
did some performing and then moved 
onto producing. 1 am very thankful for 
all the help 1 received. 

“1 think with the right support and 
resources a lot of young people would 
stay off the streets and work harder. 
All it takes to succeed is drive and 
passion. Hopefully with the grants. 


scholarships and support MMBF 
offer we can inspire a whole gen¬ 
eration of young achievers.” 

Although not yet a millionaire, he 
said: “1 have found greater wealth in 
being able to do what makes me happy 
and by helping others.” 

He gave £50,000 to MMBF which will 
last until the end of the year and has 
signed over stakes in some of his 
businesses to the fund, which is due to 
gain official charity status soon. He 
hopes the profits from these busi¬ 
nesses will allow the fund to continue 
supporting young people. 

As well as continuing to make 
movies and invest in other busi¬ 
nesses, Matthew has returned to edu¬ 
cation and is studying for a business 
finance degree through the Open Uni¬ 
versity. 

In reaching their decision to award 
the YOPEY title to Matthew, the 
judges said: “It is good to see that 
someone who went off the rails is now 
helping others.” 

Presenting the award to Matthew, 
the Lord Lieutenant, John Petre, said 
he was an inspiration and a great 
example to many young people. 

Matthew’s YOPEY prize included 
£400 for MMBF and £100 for himself 

“1 feel overwhelmed and 1 certainly 
didn’t think 1 would win,” he said. “It 
really shows me that 1 am doing what 
1 set out to achieve and that it is good 
to give back to everyone.”

“We are looking at how to 
implement the programme 
throughout school and are con¬ 
fident it will raise attainment as it 
will make the children more 
focused and see a purpose to what 
they are learning.

A ONCE-picturesque pond in the centre of Harlow is 
being returned to its former glory after years of 
neglect.

Before the dredging work started, the remaining 
fish were caught and relocated but the numerous 
ducks that occupy it have remained.

WORK to relieve congestion at one of Har¬ 
low’s key traffic pinchpoints is about to 
start. 

The £9.75m scheme to ease problems at 
the A414 junction with First Avenue is the 
first phase of two major road schemes 
which are seen as vital to plans to bring 
economic growth and prosperity to the 
town. 

Preliminary work began in the summer 
to move utility services ahead of the main 
construction work which is due to start 
shortly. The main elements of the scheme 
include: 

■ Upgrading of the roundabout to provide 
two dedicated slip roads to and from the 
A414 into First Avenue east of the A414. 

■ Widening the section of First Avenue 
between the A414 and London Road round¬ 
abouts to two lanes in each direction. 

■ Widening the A414 approaches to the 
First Avenue roundabout to two lanes in 
each direction, extending south of the 
roundabout to meet the A414/EZ London 
Road junction. 

The first phase will also see the con¬ 
struction of a new junction and access for 
the London Road campus of Harlow Enter-

prise Zone, a scheme which is being funded 
separately. 

This will include installing a new signal 
controlled junction with the A414 and the 
Enterprise Zone site and building a new link 
road from the A414 junction through the 
Enterprise Zone site to London Road, link¬ 
ing through to Newhall. 

Work on the second phase of the pro¬ 
gramme - to upgrade Edinburgh Way and 
improve its junction with Cambridge Road - 
is currently being developed. 

Essex County Council secured funding 
from the South East Local Enterprise Part¬ 
nership Growth Fund for the two schemes, 
which will be completed by 2017/18.

Cllr Rodney Bass, cabinet member for 
infrastructure at County Hall, said: “These 
schemes are playing a key part in trans¬ 
forming Harlow to bring economic growth 
and prosperity to the town and West Essex in 
general. 

“They will result in major road improve¬ 
ments supporting the Harlow Enterprise 
Zone, ensuring the town's road network is up 
to the standards required for the extra busi¬ 
ness the enterprise zone will generate.”

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Health group calls 
for action to curb 
use of antibiotics 

HEALTH chiefs in West Essex are 
encouraging residents to become 
“antibiotic guardians” in a bid to 
combat overuse of the drugs. 

The West Essex Clinical 
Commissioning Group, which is 
responsible for buying healthcare 
services for Harlow, said that by 
signing up to become a guardian, 
people can help in the fight against the 
increasing resistance of diseases to 
antibiotics. 

Antibiotics are important in treating 
infections but there is growing concern 
that the bugs which are responsible are 
adapting to survive the effects of 
current treatments. 

Skipping doses of antibiotics, not 
taking them at regular intervals, 
saving some for later or sharing 
antibiotics with others may also be 
contributing to the resistance. 

Harlow GP Dr Rob Gerlis, who is also 
chairman of the West Essex CCG, said: 
“The message is an important one and 
we can all take action. 

“Antibiotics are not the answer for 
many of the conditions some people 
want them for. They do not work on 
colds or for most coughs, sore throats 
and earache. The human body can 
usually fight these infections on its 
own.” 

Meanwhile, a recent study by 
Antibiotic Research UK has uncovered 
that GPs in some of the more deprived 
areas of Essex are prescribing 
antibiotics at almost twice the national 
average. 

Dr Erica Louise Teare, specialist in 
microbiology at Broomfield Hospital in 
Chelmsford, said: “We must use 
antibiotics judiciously and carefully, 
we should be making sure that we are 
documenting in detail any use of them 
and teaching younger doctors as they 
are developing to do the same.”

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Drug smuggler 
is sentenced to 
12 years in jail

A HARLOW man has been jailed for 12 years for his 
part in a major international drug smuggling oper¬ 
ation. 

Anthony Wilson, 38, of Chelsea Gardens, and co¬ 
conspirator Anthony Dennis, 48, of Bassetts Lane, 
Ongar, were identified during an investigation by 
the National Crime Agency in co-operation with the 
Dutch National Police. 

The Old Bailey was told the pair were regulars at 
a cafe in Rotterdam which became a global oper¬ 
ations centre for international drug traffickers. 

The cafe, run by two Turkish brothers, was open 
18 hours a day. It could only be entered via a buzzer 
system and provided a meeting place where crim¬ 
inals negotiated with cartel members and arranged 
the financing and transportation of huge quantities 
of drugs. 

Dutch police officers covertly recorded meetings 
in the cafe that proved Dennis and Wilson were 
sourcing cocaine from South America and arran¬ 
ging its transport in shipping containers carrying 
legitimate cargo. 

The Turkish brothers and their criminal asso¬ 
ciates were then responsible for extracting the 
drugs using corrupt port officials, before moving 
and storing the consignments. 

Cocaine 

But Dennis and Wilson’s plan unraveled when 
67.5 kilos of cocaine was not removed from a 
shipping container in Belgium in May 2013. It was 
later seized by the German authorities in Essen. 

The Dutch investigation continued and in Octo¬ 
ber 2013 a large number of people were arrested in 
co-ordinated raids in the UK and the Netherlands. 

Wilson was one of those arrested but Dennis, who 
was in Spain at the time, went on the run. He was 
eventually arrested in August this year by the NCA 
and flown back to the UK to stand trial. 

Both Dennis and Wilson were sentenced at the 
Old Bailey last Wednesday after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to commit a foreign drug trafficking 
offence. Dennis was jailed for 13 years and four 
months. 

Brendan Foreman, the NCAs regional head of 
investigations, said afterwards: “Dennis and 
Wilson joined forces with international criminals 
to bring up to three tonnes of cocaine into Europe, 
some of which was highly likely to have ended up on 
UK streets. 

“They thought the cafe in Rotterdam was a safe 
place to conduct their operations but by working in 
partnership with the Dutch police, the NCA was 
able to identify them and put a stop to their plan.”

Rise in number of physical 
attacks on ambulance staff 


ASSAULTS on staff working for the 
East of England Ambulance Service 
have risen by 3.7 per cent during the 
past 12 months. 

Figures released by NHS Protect 
reveal that a total of 195 physical 
attacks - 51 of them in Essex - were 
recorded by the East of England 
Ambulance Service NHS Trust in 
2014-15. 

Clinical conditions were a factor in 
55 of the incidents but 140 assaults did 
not relate to the patient’s medical 
condition. Criminal sanctions were 


brought against 90 people who assaul¬ 
ted ambulance staff. 

EEAST chief executive Robert Mor¬ 
ton said: “The number of physical 
assaults is a very small percentage of 
the calls our staff attend. However, 
violence can have a big impact on our 
staff who are trying to save lives and 
provide the best possible care. 

“It is unacceptable our staff exper¬ 
ience abuse when they are trying to do 
their job and it won’t be tolerated. We 
will seek to prosecute those who 
assault or abuse our dedicated staff.”

The Good Dinosaur

FOUR instalments of monster mashing in Jurassic Park have 
taught us to be thankful that an asteroid supposedly impacted 
Earth around 66 million years ago and wiped out the various 
prehistoric predators. 

Pixar Animation Studios begs to differ. 

Director Peter Sohn and his animation wizards conjure an 
alternate version of events: the ill-fated asteroid bypassed our 
third rock from the sun, allowing Tyrannosaurus Rex and other 
hulking beasts to thrive. 

Consequently, the evolutionary food chain is reversed: 
dinosaurs learn to talk, build homes, raise dysfunctional 
families and expand their horizons while humans are an 
untamed species that roams the wilderness on all fours and 
communicates in crude howls and growls. 

It's a cute concept that provides a solid foundation for 
Sohn's life-affirming tale of friendship and loyalty, inverting the 
touching central relationship of Flow To Train Your Dragon with 
similarly teary-eyed results. 

At the heart of the film is a family of Apatosaurus comprising 
patriarch Flenry (voiced by Jeffrey Wright), his wife Ida (Frances 
McDormand) and three children Buck (Marcus Scribner), Libby 
(Maleah Padilla) and Arlo (Raymond Ochoa). 

They own a farm and work hard to harvest crops for the 
bitter winter months. 

"You got to earn your mark by doing something big for 
something bigger than yourself," Flenry teaches his offspring. 

A tragic accident robs the siblings of their father and soon 
after, Arlo tumbles into a raging river and is swept far away 
from his loved ones. 

Lost in the wilderness, Arlo meets a feral cave boy called 
Spot (Jack Bright), who becomes the dinosaur's protector. 

Beast and human embark on a magical adventure of 
self-discovery, bound for Arlo's home in the shadow of the 
Clawed-Tooth Mountains. 

En route, they fall foul of villainous velociprators and a 
scavenging pterodactylus called Thunderclap (Steve Zahn), 
and befriend a tyrannosaurus herder called Butch (Sam Elliott) 
and his rootin' tootin' children Ramsey (Anna Paquin) and Nash 
(AJ Buckley). 

After the heartbreak, hilarity and narrative sophistication of 
Inside Out, The Good Dinosaur is a step backwards for Pixar. 

The plot is formulaic and predictable, and the finale is 
drizzled in emotional syrup. 

While the script lacks daring and invention, the visuals are 
truly jaw-dropping and push the boundaries of photo-realistic 
animation on the big screen. 

Gentle humour is concentrated in the opening hour, before 
the obligatory harsh life lessons including one pivotal scene in 
which Arlo and Spot communicate their loss and loneliness 
through actions rather than words. 

The pay-off is an emotional gut punch that has become the 
studio's trademark. 

The Good Dinosaur screens with the charming short 
Sanjay's Super Team directed by Sanjay Patel in which a 
young Indian boy daydreams about three Flindu gods 
becoming superheroes.

irector Steven 
Spielberg reunites 
with actor Tom Hanks 
for an incredible true 
story of courage and 
daring that proves one man can 
make a difference. 

Scripted by Matt Charman 
and the Coen brothers, Bridge Of 
Spies is an espionage thriller 
that pits a mild-mannered 
insurance lawyer against the 
bureaucratic might of the USSR 
and Germany during the Cold 
War. 

Spielberg's fingerprints are 
evident on each assured set-piece 
and he elicits another 


compelling performance from 
Hanks as an underdog and 
everyman, whose innate decency 
inspires everyone around him. 

However, British co-star Mark 
Rylance lingers even longer in 
the memory as the convicted 
Soviet collaborator, who 
confronts the harsh reality of his 
situation with droll humour. 
Their scenes together are truly 
wonderful. 

Rudolf Abel (Rylance) is 
arrested in 1957 New York and 
labelled a Soviet spy. 

Legal maven Thomas Watters 
Jr (Alan Alda) enlists one of his 
best lawyers, James B Donovan 
(Hanks), to mount a credible 
defence for the sake of 
appearances even though the 
odds are stacked against a fair 
trial. 

The presiding judge (Dakin 
Matthews) makes clear his 
expectations of Abel's fate: "He'll 


receive a capable defence and 
God willing, he'll be convicted." 

Donovan's wife Mary (Amy 
Ryan) and three children, Carol 
(Eve Hewson), Peggy (Jillian 
Lebling) and Roger (Noah 
Schnapp), cannot fathom why 
the family man would represent 
a traitor to the American way of 
life. 

Sure enough, Abel is 
convicted, but then a US pilot, 
Francis Gary Powers (Austin 
Stowell), is shot down over the 
Soviet Union. 

Consequently, Donovan travels 
to Berlin to broker a covert deal 
to exchange Abel for Powers. 

Against the advice of 
superiors, Donovan also opens 
negotiations with the Stasi for 
the safe return of an American 
economics student called 
Frederic Pryor (Will Rogers), 
who has been arrested. 


Playing east against west, 
Donovan prays for a miracle as 
snow falls on the divided city. 

Bridge Of Spies is a 
slow-burning tale of intrigue and 
bluff that takes its time 
establishing Donovan as the 
potential saviour of not one but 
three lives. 

Hanks injects natural warmth 
and likeability to his character, a 
hate figure to fellow Americans, 
who viewed everything in black 
and white. In considerably less 
screen time, Rylance endears us 
to his prisoner, who is painfully 
aware of his chances of survival. 

As you would expect from 
Oscar-winning filmmaker 
Spielberg, Bridge Of Spies 
illuminates tensions between 
east and west with boundless 
style.

Author Saira decides 
to go ginger for book 



with Masterchef 


semi-finalist Saira Hamilton 


T’S finally going to happen! In 
February, 1 will be releasing the 
first three titles in a series of 
cookbooks, so at the moment 


I’m busy devising new recipes, 
testing them, tweaking them and 
writing them up. 

Then there’ll be the independent 
testing, food styling, photography, 
graphic design work and all the fun 
and games that are to come to meet 
my print deadlines. 

The books are part of a ‘Cooking 
with Saira’ series and each one will 
highlight a single ingredient 1 love to 
cook with. The first three books are 
going to feature chillies, garlic and 
ginger, so I’m having a lot of fun with 
these. 

I’m not sure about the family, who 
are getting a bit worried that all 
they’ll be eating between now and 
Christmas is food with chillies, 
garlic or ginger. But there could be 
worse fates, surely? 

I’ve decided to share my ginger 
fetish with you this week, mainly 
because the weather has turned so 
cold all of a sudden and I think I may 
have a sniffle coming on. 

I am the worst person to be around 
when I’m feeling ill. Having a cold 


will make me into a terrible, sniffy, 
grumpy harridan, so I do whatever I 
can to try to prevent colds in the first 
place. 

I’m also one of those irritating 
people who will stomp around telling 
everyone how ill I am, but refusing 
to take any medicine for it. My 
father used to insist I drank ginger 
tea when I had a cold coming on and 
of course I now do exactly the same 
with my children. 

Ginger has diaphoretic properties, 
meaning that it warms you up from 
the inside. Ginger tea is so easy to 
make: just put two or three thick 
slices of fresh ginger and a slice of 
lemon with hot water in a mug, add 
a drizzle of honey and let it work its 
magic. 

Ginger comes from a family of 
plants called the zingiberaceae 
botanical family, which also includes 
turmeric and cardamom, which are 
also terribly good for you. As well as 
helping to warm you from within, 
ginger is thought to be effective in 
soothing and aiding digestion. 


Certainly, in Indian cooking, 
ginger is known to be an effective 
anti-flatulent and is therefore often 
used in recipes with lentils and 
pulses. Technically speaking, this 
means it is a carminative, which 
means it promotes the elimination of 
excessive gas from the digestive 
system and soothes the intestinal 
tract. Which is good to know. 

Ginger is also an anti-emetic and 
the root is known to reduce 
symptoms of nausea, motion 
sickness and even morning sickness 
in pregnancy. 

Finally, there is evidence that the 
active component in ginger - called 
gingerol (yes, really) - has 
anti-inflammatory properties, and 
there is evidence that it can alleviate 
symptoms of arthritis if consumed 
regularly. 

Ginger for cooking comes in many 
forms. The usual form is the whole 
fresh root. Grated or crushed in a 
curry, finely sliced in a stir-fry, fresh 
ginger has the best flavour and 
aromatic qualities. 



Ginger chicken broth 

INGREDIENTS 

1/2 tbsp vegetable oil 

1 small onion, sliced 
3 sticks celery, sliced 

lOOg ginger, peeled and sliced thickly 

2 litres (2,000ml) chicken stock (from bouillon 
cubes is fine, just use a nice brand) 

300g boneless chicken 
freshly ground pepper 

200g fine noodles, small cooked pasta shapes 
or cooked rice 

METHOD 

Sweat the onion and 
celery in a pan in the oil 
with a pinch of salt. 

Add in the stock and 
bring to the boil. 

Put the whole 
piece(s) of raw chicken 
in the broth along with 
the ginger and poach 
for 20 minutes or until it 
is cooked through. 

Strain through a 
colander into a bowl 
and reserve the 
cooking broth. 

Pour the broth back into a clean pan, pick 
out the chicken, slice into small pieces and put 
back into the soup. 

Discard the ginger and vegetables so you 
have a clear soup with chicken pieces. Season 
really well with black pepper. 

You can serve the soup like this or, for a 
more substantial meal, add some fine noodles 
and simmer until cooked; you can also use 
small pasta shapes or even cooked rice.

HAT’S in a car name? Quite a 
lot if you listen to car making 
bosses who most admit that 
even now they each have 
literally hundreds of name each 
already registered by themselves for future 
use when they bring out another new car. 

So the obvious question then why bring 
back and re-use an old model name such as 
Vauxhall has done with reviving their 
Seventies name Viva in a new budget-busting 
cheap family car? 

According to the Luton car firm’s 
hierarchy it’s because the original Viva was 
such a huge sales success and synonymous 
with affordable motoring and a name still 
revered by many older drivers. 

It’s a bold move but one that looks to 
beginning to pay off for this new, dinky 
five-door Viva, effectively replacing the old 
Polish-made Agila, simply because it nice 
looking, decently kitted out inside, powered 
only by a fuel efficient one-litre petrol engine 
and comes in at a bargain price of £7,995. 

This means it undercuts its closest rivals, 
like the three-door Kia Picanto (£8,395) and 
Hyundai ilO (£8,595), and even the SE base 
model has better standard equipment on 
board making it a decent enough proposition 
for the more budget-conscious family 
motorist. 

Only the Renault-back, Romanian-built 
Sandero Access with its 1.2-litre petrol 
engine is cheaper at £5,995 but is not so well 
equipped as a basic Viva. 

From the outside it looks smart enough 
with its sculpted bulges rising up towards 
the rear end and inside it will sit five adults 
in decent enough accommodation. 

Currently there’s just that one 1.0-litre 


74bhp engine offered - it’s a 
non-turbocharged version of the one-litre, 
three-cylinder already used in the Corsa and 
Adam - and it’s competent enough out on the 
road. 

Use the neat, crisp feeling five-speed 
manual gearbox sensibly and most drivers 
will get a comfortable and rewarding if not 
particularly exciting performance with the 
key being good fuel economy, which averaged 
just 60mpg on test over a variety of roads. 

Most drivers in this category will be more 
pleased with that although Vauxhall say if 
motorists pay a bit more and go for the SE 
ecoFLEX version, which adds low rolling 
resistance tyres to its specification, fuel 
consumption is likely to be up in the mid 
eOmpg range. 

Vauxhall reveal too that from next January 
the car will also be available with the firm’s 
IntelliLink infotainment system along with 
touchscreen and connectivity to both Apple 
and Android devices but obviously that will 
be dearer. 

The Viva’s impressive standard safety 
systems include electronic stability control, 
lane departure warning, traction control and 
hill-start function. 

With comfortable enough seats both trim 
models come with electrically-adjustable 
mirrors and cruise control plus trip 
computer and remote central locking. Pay a 
bit more for the top-spec SL for climate 
control, USB and Bluetooth connectivity, 
15-inch alloy wheels and a leather-covered 
steering wheel. 

Verdict: 

It’s ideal for local, urban driving duties, 
practical and affordable, cheap to run, well 
equipped for a basic car and a decent ride. 

Opt for the actual base one - really 
excellent value for money.

■ Tyre pressures: These 
should be checked regularly and 
adjusted according to the 
manufacturer’s handbook. Under 
no circumstances should tyre 
pressures be reduced for driving 
in snow, it is totally incorrect to 
think that by doing this that the 
tyre’s footprint is enlarged. 

■ General tyre condition: 

Check this regularly and 
especially any sidewall damage 
which might have been caused 
by hitting a kerb. 

■ Spare tyre: Check it, it’s in 
the boot and check it for both 
tread depth and pressure so that 


if in an emergency the tyre has 
to be fitted it is ssTe and legal. 

You might also wish to check 
for uneven wear. Many cars have 
tyres/wheels that are misaligned 
and this can cause excessive 
wear on tyre edges and lead to 
premature replacement.

Nicole determined to 
end racing stereotype 


Ford’s focused on success in male-dominated sport

MOTORCYCLING might be a 
sport more associated with 
grease-covered male bikers, but 
22-year-old Nicole Ford is break¬ 
ing the norm in a field she loves - 
and forget the grease, she’s just 
grease lightning. 

Ford, of Barley Croft in Harlow, 
started racing on the amateur 
motorcycle circuit for a club 
called No Limits Racing a year 
ago. 

Having got the bug for the 
adrenalin-fuelled sport, she is 
travelling up and down the coun¬ 
try with her father and fellow 
motorsport enthusiast Andy, as 
she competes in various compet¬ 
itions on top circuits including 
former Formula One Grand Prix 
circuit Donington Park and 
Brands Hatch. 

She has certainly got the right 
name for motor sport. 

And she is determined to break 
new ground, being one of very few 
women attracted to this male- 
dominated sport. 

Prove 

She explained: “As motorcycle 
racing is so widely regarded to be 
a man’s sport 1 thought I’d turn 
my hand it and prove that women 
do enjoy and still compete in this 
sport and it is still possible to be 
competitive, although there are 
very few of us out there. 

“No Limits Racing also run a 
track day business alongside the 
race series they do, allowing the 
practice we need in between races 
at all of the major UK race cir¬ 
cuits.” 

The fact that she can only hold 
her own against male competition 
is something - but not only that 
she also has built her own bike. 

“My dad took me out of school 
and taught me to drift and donut a 
standard Ford 105e Anglia at the 
age of nine. 

“Over the last year 1 have saved 
money, built and raced my bike on 
my own. With a little help from a 
few friends and my dad 1 managed 
to compete in three rounds and 
ended up in a reasonably high 
position, and considering the

whole thing is new and very 
daunting - and 1 don’t have much 
sponsorship or support - 1 was 
very happy with my progress. 

“The bike we built and 1 com¬ 
pete on is a 2005 Kawasaki Ninja 
ZX6r CIH, converted from a dam¬ 
aged road bike to a race bike to 
suit my needs. We rebuilt 
everything ourselves even down 
to the bodywork and paint in the 
garden shed and although the 
bike isn’t the best and certainly 
isn’t brand new, 1 wouldn’t have it 
any other way.

HARLOW Hockey Club are clos¬ 
ing in on a possible return to their 
roots. 

Burnt Mill Academy is hopeful 
that the club could resume play¬ 
ing at its old home if it gets the go- 
ahead to build a new secondary 
school on the old Passmores 
School site in Tendring Road. 

But chiefs at Harlow Hockey 
Club (HHC) - forced to leave the 
town and start playing in Saw- 
bridgeworth five years ago - have 
other options and are eyeing shar¬ 
ing an artificial pitch at Stewards 
Academy in Parnall Road. 

It has been a tough time for the 
hockey club, which runs teams in 
the East Men’s Hockey League 
and the Essex Women’s League. 

With dwindling numbers, Har¬ 
low were forced to axe one of their 
men’s teams. 

Dormant 

The club’s state-of-the-art arti¬ 
ficial pitches at Tendring Road - 
which were installed in 2001 with 
funding from Sport England - 
have lay dormant since Pass- 
mores secondary school closed 
down and moved to Tracyes 
Road. 

HHC was unable to use the new 
Passmores site because the arti¬ 
ficial pitches were a different type 
of 3G surface,, and instead has 
played at Leventhorpe School in 
Sawbridgeworth - five miles away 
from Harlow - since 2010. 

However, first team player Rhys 
Mace said plans to see HHC 
return to Harlow are now in full 
swing. 

Along with Stewards, HHC’s 
committee have identified anoth¬ 
er site. It could share the facilities 
at a new primary school in 
Newhall - but only if they install 
the right type of artificial pitch. 


He said: “Some schools are say¬ 
ing to us that they would be open 
to the idea of a sand-based Astro 
for us to share, but 1 think it 
comes down to finance. 

“In order for us to apply for 
another Sport England grant we 
need to do several things, the 
main thing is proving that there is 
a need for it. 

“As a result we have started 
discussions with schools. Unfor¬ 


tunately hockey has been taken 
off of most of their curriculums 
mainly because of lack of playing 
surfaces. 

“However, Stewards is sound¬ 
ing promising, and we are looking 
to negotiate with them about 
going into the school and doing 
some coaching to try to work 
towards junior development 
again, which will be a huge boost 
towards a grant. 


“We are also keeping contact 
with the developers of the 
Newhall site, as we understand 
they have to supply a sporting 
facility of some sort.” 

But Burnt Mill has also sug¬ 
gested using the Tendring Road 
site if Essex County Council 
approve the scheme for a new 
secondary school linked to the 
First Avenue Academy. 

Burnt Mill Academy Trust 


executive headteacher Helena 
Mills said: “We believe we are 
here to serve our communities 
and encourage local clubs and 
organisations to consider the 
option of making use of our facil¬ 
ities, where possible.” 

Any final approval for the 
hockey club to use a site in Harlow 
would need the green light from 
Essex County Council before a 
pitch is installed.
